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INTERIM  REPORT  FOR  WELLINGTON  URBAN  for  the  YEAR,  1943. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  required  that  the  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  shall  be  presented  in  an  abbreviated  form. 

Following  the  almost  complete  absence  of  Measles  in  1942,  this  year  showed 
a  return  to  epidemic  conditions  which  were  spread  very  evenly  over  the  twelve 
months.  Whooping  Cough,  however,  showed  a  considerable  drop  the  number  being 
halved.  There  was  some  slight  rise  in  the  frequency  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever,  but  the  total  incidence  was  not  great.  While  Dysentery  showed  itself  again 
in  the  district,  this  again  was  of  a  limited  character ;  such  cases  as  arose  were  con¬ 
fined  mainly  to  institutional  outbreaks.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  age  incidents 
as  shown  in  the  table  in  the  section  on  Infectious  diseases. 


The  total  return  for  Tuberculosis  notifications  show  a  steady  rise  in  the 
past  three  years,  but  the  value  of  this  rise  is  difficult  to  assess  when  the  sporadic 
movement  of  populatiou  in  these  days  is  considered. 

Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  Birth  Rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the 
Country  generally,  while  the  Death  Rate  is  only  very  slightly  in  excess.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  Deaths  arising  from  maternal  conditions  showed  a  complete 
absence  during  the  year. 


The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  are  dealt  with  under  the  relevant 
sections  of  the  Report.  Attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  Water  Difficulties  of  the 
district  and  to  the  need  for  the  closest  supervision  and  control  of  existing  Public 
Lavatory  facilities. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  his  close  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  his  great  assistance  in  the 
compilation  of  this  Report.

POPULATION 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  no  extensive  influx  of  persons  due  to 
war-time  activities  has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  Nevertheless  the  increase  on  the 
normal  population  is  considerable  ;  this  high  level  is  maintained  although  the  num¬ 
ber  of  official  evacuees  in  the  district  is  small,  and  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  num¬ 
ber  of  work-people  and  families  of  men  serving  in  H.M.  Forces  coming  into  the  district. 
Most  of  the  Establishments  and  works  absorbing  these  men  are  situated  outside  the 
Urban  Area,  but  as  this  town  is  the  most  important  and  is  centrally  situated,  the 
people  tend  to  congregate  locally.  Accommodation  for  any  person  now  coming  into 
the  district  is  severely  restricted,  and  the  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced  in  ob¬ 
taining  any  sort  of  lodging.  The  smaller  type  of  house  is  still  the  most  useful  and 
the  most  used,  and  many  of  their  Occupants  have  accepted  discomfort  in  order  to 
lodge  the  people  referred  to.  Trouble  and  inconvenience  is  aggravated  by  contractors 
sending  men  to  work  in  the  surrounding  District  without  having  first  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  them  to  be  lodged  The  result  is  that  the  men  spend  several  days  in 
obtaining  lodgings. 
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There  has  again  been  no  serious  Sanitary  or  Medical  difficulties  arising 
out  of  the  increase  of  population,  although  some  domestic  trouble  has  been  noted 
where  women  have  been  billeted.  It  is  needful  to  stress  again  the  danger  of  the 
strain  which  is  placed  on  the  already  overburdened  public  services  by  any  large  in¬ 
flux  of  people  into  the  district ;  this  apart  from  any  consideration  of  accommodation.

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


SCAVENGING 

During  the  year  the  use  of  mechanical  transport  and  horse  drawn  vehicles 
for  refuse  collection  was  systematised,  and  the  town  was  divided  up  into  sections 
of  a  kind  most  suitable  for  the  class  of  transport  used.  An  average  collection  of 
once  per  week  was  made  from  residential  premises  while  from  business  premises 
and  schools  two  or  more  weekly  collections  were  maintained. 

SALVAGE 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor,  and  collections  of  cardboard, 
paper  and  bones  are  made  at  weekly  intervals.  The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor,  is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  cardboard  and 
waste  paper  from  residential  premises  and  make  regular  rounds  of  the  different  parts 
of  the  town.  The  Council  arranged  for  the  weekly  collection  of  waste  food  which  is 
salvage  for  pig  feeding.  The  whole  is  operated  at  a  slight  profit. 

DISINFECTION  AND  CONTROL  OF  VERMIN 

By  negotiation  with  the  Salop  County  Council  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  use  the  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  at  the  Public  Institution  for  the 
treatment  of  articles  which  have  been  in  contact  with  Tubercular,  Scabetic  and 
Puerpural  Pyrexia  cases. 

During  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Food  directed  local  Authorities  to  make 
a  survey  of  premises  in  their  districts  affected  with  Rats  and  to  prepare  and  sub¬ 
mit  to  them  reports  and  maps  giving  details.  These  were  duly  sent  to  the  Ministry. 
While  there  were  some  large  areas  affected,  major  infestations  were  riot  common, 
and  once  the  shopping  centre  has  been  cleared,  the  problem  will  resolve  itself  into 
the  control  of  the  small  infestations  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  position  of  the  Town’s  water  supply  continued  to  give  considerable 
anxiety,  and  this  was  emphasized  by  the  breakdown  of  machinery  at  the  Wood- 
field  Pumping  Station,  and  by  serious  leakage  from  the  small  service  Reservoir  at 
the  Wrekin  Water  Works.  The  Council  engaged  a  Consultant  Engineer  to  review 
the  whole  position,  and  on  his  report  they  made  certain  resolutions,  which  summarised, 
are  as  follows  : — 

(1)  To  lay  a  9-ins.  main  from  the  cross  roads  at  Admaston  to  Slang  Lane  Pum¬ 
ping  Station,  and,  in  this  connection,  to  raise  a  loan  of  £5,000. 

(2)  To  lay  a  10-ins.  Main  (to  take  water  from  the  R.  D.  C.  supply  at  Lilleshall) 
to  connect  with  the  Council’s  service  main  at  Hadley. 

The  above  work  to  be  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  possible  to  meet  the 
immediate  needs  and  to  tide  over  the  urgent  requirements  of  the  town. 

(3)  As  soon  as  conditions  permit,  to  adopt  the  Consulting  Engineer’s  report 
relating  to  a  larger  scheme,  in  connection  with  the  Urban  supply  at  Woodfield 
and  to  place  this  scheme  before  the  Ministry  of  Health  when  the  data  is  complete. 

During  the  year  the  Council  authorised  the  Public  Health  Department  to 
deal  directly  with  (a)  the  taking  of  samples  and  submission  for  analysis  of  water 
(b)  the  reporting  on  general  Public  Health  conditions  and  (c)  the  chlorination  use- 
age  in  relation  to  the  Council’s  several  Reservoirs,  bore  holes  and  other  associated 
works  of  water  supply. 


As  shown  above,  steps  are  being  taken  to  overcome  any  insufficiencies  of 
supply  which  have  been  noted  particularly  in  the  higher  and  the  more  distant  parts 
of  the  town  from  the  source  of  delivery,  and  it  is  expected  that  any  complaint  of 
shortage  or  of  intermittent  supply  will  be  improved  in  the  incoming  year.  Generally 
the  district  can  depend  on  a  fair  quality  of  water,  particularly  so  from  the  Wood- 
field  Pumping  Station.  Unfortunately  during  the  year,  owing  to  mechanical  difficulties, 
some  unsatisfactory  Reports  came  to  hand  from  that  source,  but  on  the  rectifications 
of  the  faults  in  the  pumps,  and  the  cessation  of  works  on  this  machinery,  conditions 
have  stabalised  and  a  series  of  satisfactory  results  have  been  received. 

The  majority  of  houses  have  direct  connections  into  them  but  there  still 
remain  a  small  number  of  houses  situated  in  courts  who  are  supplied  by  standpipe 
installations.  The  proportion  of  houses  supplied  by  standpipe  does  not  exceed 
seven  per  cent. 

BATHS 

The  two  Public  Swimming  Baths  open  to  the  public  have  been  inspected  and 
supervised  and  the  water  has  been  submitted  for  analysis.  Both  these  swimming 
baths  are  kept  full  of  water  during  the  winter  months  as  a  standby  for  the  fire  fighting 
service.  The  slipper  baths  at  the  Council’s  Public  Baths  have  been  made  full  use  of 
throughout  the  year. 

The  mosquito  control  of  static  water  supplies  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  National  Fire  Service;  no  spraying  has  been  done  but  the  growth  of  larvae,  etc. 
is  controlled  by  the  addition  of  copper  sulphate  to  the  water.  The  general  conditions 
of  the  tanks  are  under  the  strict  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

SECTION  D.  HOUSING 

Difficulties  of  labour  and  material,  necessary  to  maintain  and  repair  working 
class  property,  were  again  experienced  and  a  general  deterioration  in  this  class  of 
property  was  observed.  The  Council  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  housing  in 
all  its  branches  and  has,  in  order  to  give  the  subject  special  consideration,  formed 
a  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee.  The  Council  decided  that  the  Housing 
needs  of  the  district  are  one  thousand  houses,  and  that  the  first  year’s  programme 
for  post-war  housing  should  be  five  hundred  houses.  Preliminary  steps  were  taken 
with  regard  to  building  sites,  and  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  was  requested  to 
purchase  the  land  comprising  the  Barn  Farm.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  submitted  a 
special  Report  which  gave  a  general  review  of  the  Housing  position  as  it  relates 
to  unfit  and  overcrowded  houses.  The  Council  appointed  a  Consultant  Architect  to 
plan  the  sites  for  the  post-war  Housing  Programme.  Various  conferences  on  post¬ 
war  housing  were  attended  and  the  Committee  received  and  considered  in  detail 
the  reports  of  their  Officers  who  attended. 

A  scheme  of  routine  visitations  to  Council  houses  was  inaugurated,  in  order 
to  raise  the  standard  of  cleanliness,  inquire  into  overcrowded  conditions,  and  to 
inspect  and  report  on  repairs.  The  Scheme  was  only  operated  in  part,  as  a  full 
scheme  would  require  additional  Staff.  Cases  of  overcrowding  and  bad  housing 
conditions  have  been  brought  to  notice  or  discovered  during  inspections,  and  some 
of  these  have  been  alleviated.  Where  casual  vacancies  occur  in  Council  houses,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  first  call  on  certain  of  the  houses,  for  dealing  with  outstanding 
cases  of  overcrowding  or  families  living  under  insanitary  conditions.  Unfortunately 
only  a  few  vacancies  have  occurred  but  full  use  has  been  made  of  these.  Much 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  dealing  with  the  living  conditions  and  the  continued 
deterioration  in  houses  which  have  been  the  subject  of  demolition  orders.  The 
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conditions  under  which  the  occupants  of  the  houses  have  to  live,  are  as  would  be 
expected,  unsatisfactory,  and  several  cases  of  Scabies  and  allied  complaints  have 
been  noted  among  the  occupants. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  commenced  during  the  year  a  comprehensive  survey 
of  all  working  class  houses  in  the  district  in  order  to  schedule  them  according  to 
their  various  standards.  This  survey  is  preparatory  to  dealing  with  the  houses 
after  the  war.  One  house  was  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Worker’s)  Act, 
and  reconditioning  was  carried  out. 

SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


The  abbatoir  at  Shrewsbury,  under  the  Ministry  of  Food,  continues  to 
serve  the  district  generally  with  meat.  There  are  two  bacon  factories  and  one  casualty 
slaughter  house  in  the  town  which  are  licensed  by  the  Council,  and  all  meat  from  animals 
slaughtered  therein  is  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  local  General  Market  is  held  twice  each  week  and  is  regularly  inspected. 

A  large  quantity  of  other  foods  have  been  inspected  and  disposed  of  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  gas  contaminated  foodstuffs  are 
as  before  and  regular  practices  are  held  each  week.  The  Ministry  of  Food  Inspector  has 
inspected  the  arrangements  and  expressed  himself  as  well  satisfied.

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  is  less  than  that  for  the 
year  1942.  The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  amounts  to  12  tons,  13  cwts,  17  lbs.,  involving  the 
destruction  of  50  whole  carcases  found  to  be  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound.  The  percentage  of  pigs 
affected  in  some  degree  with  Tuberculosis  is  fairly  high  though  somewhat  less  than  last  year.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

During 

the 

year  a  White  Paper 

was  published  of  a  scheme  by  which  the 

Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  would  take  over  all  matters  concerning  milk 
production  at  the  place  of  production :  including  those  duties  at  present  carried  out  by 
local  Authorities  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  order. 


During  the  summer  months  some  few  complaints  were  received  chiefly  relating 
to  the  defective  keeping  qualities  of  milk,  however,  it  may  be  that  the  cause  for  these 
complaints  arose  from  transport  delays  and  similar  difficulties.

SCABIES 

27  cases  were  treated  at  the  Newport  Centre  and  7  at  Donnington.  Of  these 
34  individual  cases  in  certain  instances  repeatment  of  treatment  was  found  necessary. 
The  facilities  provided  were  found  to  be  of  great  service,  and  although  circumstances 
arose  which  limited  the  use  of  the  Auxiliary  Centre  at  Donnington,  the  Newport  Centre 
was  able  to  cope  with  all  demands  made  on  it.  Whilst  the  disease  was  most  prevalent 
in  the  spring  and  summer  months,  the  close  of  the  year  showed  a  decline.
